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WATCHING THE SITUATION. 


The furore raised in Europe over Ambas- 
sador Houghton’'s exposure of conditions there 
is satisfying evidence of the accuracy of his 
opinions. He is entitled to the thanks of 
Americans for making the truth Known. If it 
is the truth that enrages the apologists of 
European politics, so much the worse for them. 
If they were wise they would abandon the 
attempt to hoodwink the United States by talk- 
ing disarmament while planning to make dis- 
armament impossible. 


President Coolidge has not permitted the 
situation to develop in such fashion as to give 
any foreign country an excuse for asserting 
that the United States has stood in the way of 
disarmament. He has set aside his own ideas 
of the proper procedure and has cheerfully 
accepted Europe’s invitation to participate in 
a preparatory conference. This preparatory 
conference will be fortunate if it does not 
prove to be a worse fiasco than the recent 
league meeting at Geneva. But the United 
States will not be responsible for the failure. 
It is ready at all times to do its share in behalf 
of world disarmament, both on land and sea. 


As for the world court, the President is 
said to be little impressed by the suggestion 
that the United States should send an envoy to 
Geneva to explain and interpret the Senate’s 
reservations to the protocol. When the invi- 
tation of the league council is received he will 
decide the questions. Many Americans are 
asking how the league council happens to have, 
acquired jurisdiction over this matter, if the 
court has nothing to do with the league. When 
did the nations authorize the council to extend 
an invitation in their name? 


The covenant of the league of nations and 
the world court statute may have to be 
amended, if the nations should decide to 
acquiesce in the Senate reservations. But that 
work does not require the presence of-an 
American negotiator. On the other hand, if 
the nations should hold that the Senate reser- 
vations should be modified to suit the covenant 
and the court statute, the President could not 
enter into negotiations to that end without 
placing himself in the attitude of opposition to 
the Senate. He is understood to be satisfied 
with the reservations as they stand. The most 
important one, relating to advisory opinions, 
was adopted at his suggestion.

THE CABLE ACT. 

The Cable act was designed for the purpose 

of permitting a married woman to retain all 
the rights which she enjoyed as a spinster, 
with particular reference to those of a political 
character. But it has worked backward, so to 
speak. Instead of increasing the political rights 
of a married woman, born an American citizen, 
who had married an alien before the enact- 
ment of the Cable bill, the lady found herself 
without a country when her alien husband sub- 
sequently became a naturalized American. Sev- 
eral hundred such instances are recorded in the 
naturalization bureau of the Department of 
Labor, as well as in the passport division of 
the Department of Btate.

TESTING THB FLEXIBLE TARIFF. 

In view of the recent discussion of the activi- 
ties of the tariff commission and the subsequent 
selection of a committee of senators to investi- 
gate the administration of the so-called flexi- 
ble tariff, it is interesting to know that this 
portion of the tariff act of 1922 is before the 
courts to determine its constitutionality.

It is to be hoped that Congress will not ad- 
journ without acting upon the resolutions in- 
troduced in the House by Mr. Zihlman and in 
the Senate by Mr. King, providing for a thor- 
ough inquiry into the fiscal relationship be- 
tween the Federal government and the Dis- 
trict.

The main 
points raised are (1) that it is an illegal and 
unconstitutional delegation of legislative 
power; (2) that the cost of production is a 
matter of opinion, not fact, and not a definite 
basis upon which to change import rates; (3) 
and that to impose such duties regardless of 
revenue is beyond the power of Congress or of 
the executive. 

These various cases and the decisions there- 
under are of vital importance, touching the 
validity of the activities of the tariff commis- 
sion and the President’ in the matter of tariff 
rates.

In essence this 
would be grafting basketball 
on the parent stem of football, 
and it is to be doubted whether 
anybody wants to bring any 
such thing to pass. 


Why was the forward pass, 
as it éxisted, a play without a 
penalty?

And what 
greater penalty than that could 
the opponents of the pass, as 
it was, ask for? A forward 
pass was in every sense a free 
ball until it hit the ground. 
There is no way of proving or 
gainsaying the assertion, but 
this column believes that more 
touchdowns have been made on 
intercepted passes than were 
ever gained through the em- 
ployment of a strictly aerial 
attack.

Rule May Not Be Strict Enough 


EW YORK, March 23 (By A. 
P.).——-The belief 
numerous coaches that the 
new football rule penalizing 
incompleted forward passes will 

rob the gridiron game of many of 

its spectacular aeria) features is not 
shared by Edward K. Hall, of New 

York, chairman of the football rules 

committee. 

Discussing today the rule, 
which a team making more than 
one incompleted pass is set back 5 
yards for each attempt, Mr. Hall 
expressed to the Associated Press 
his conviction that it will not ham- 
per any well-developed aerial at- 
tack, 
season by Dartmouth, Michigan, 
Princeton and Washington. 

Mr. Hall asserted the rule is 
aimed solely at the indiscriminate 
passing efforts of teams which use 
this mode of attack as a last minute 
resort. As a matter of fact, he in- 
dicated that, in the rules commit- 
tee’s opinion, the only question is 
whether the penalty decided upon 
is severe enough to check the ill- 
conceived type of passing.

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WEEDING OUT UNFIT 
AND UNSAFE DIVERS 
URGED AT MEETING 


Revocation of Permits Is Rec- 
ommended to the Safety 
Conference Here. 


ACCIDENTS’ REDUCTION 
STRESSED BY HOOVER 


Support of Model Traffic Code 
ls Pledged by the State 
Groups’ Spokesmen. 


Fifty per cent of traffic accidents 
would be eliminated by weeding out 
the unfit and unsafe drivers at the 
beginning, Charles A. Harnett, mo- 
tor vehicle commissioner of New 
York city, declared yesterday at the 
national conference on street and 
highway safety in the Chamber of 
Commerce building. 

Mr. Harnett urged a more care- 
ful examination of those applying 
for drivers’ permits. He also urged 
that the power of revoking permits 
be left with the magistrates. 

William McAdoo, chief city mag- 
istrate of New York, wired the con- 


ference that he was unable to at- 
tend because of an attack of in- 
fluenza. In his telegram he gave a 
brief summary of his views on en- 
forcement of traffic laws. 

The suspension and revocation of 
operators’ permits is the greatest.of 
all deterrents on the reckless 
driver, Mr. McAdoo said. The aver- 
age motorist, he said, would rather 
pay a heavy fine or go to jail rather 
than lose his permit. 


Hoover Delivers Keynote. 


The 1,000 delegates attending the 
conference were called to order in 
the morning by Secretary of Com- 
merce Hoover, who also delivered 
the keynote speech. 

“The purpose of this conference,” 
he said, ‘‘is to devise and recom- 
mend measures which will reduce 
traffic accidents in this country. 
With 23,900 persons killed and ap- 
proximately 600,000 injured last 
year, the importance of this sub- 
ject needs no emphasis.” 

The work done by the conference 
in the past is responsible for 6,000 
persons being alive today who 
otherwise might have been killed, 
Secretary Hoover said. 

“All this is hypothetical,’’ he 
said, “‘but it is encouragement to 
continue the fight.”’ 


Support of Code Promised. 


Support of the model code for 
the regulation of: street and high- 
way traffic that is to be drawn up 
was promised Secretary Hoover by 
the spokesmen of various State 
delegations. They promised that 
they would endeavor.to have their 
States adopt the various recommen- 
dations embodied in the code. 

Gen. Nathan W. MacChesney, of 
(Chicago, chairman of the commit- 
tee on uniform legislation and reg- 
ulation, announced that it had been 
decided to take the ‘‘drivurself’’ 
type of automobile out of the cate- 
gory of taxicabs and omnibuses. 
Representatives of the ‘‘drivurself”’ 
companies had pleaded for this on 
the ground that their business 
would be seriously hurt if the ma- 
chines were to be classed as taxi- 
cabs. 

Last night the various commit- 
tees met and began the task of pre- 
paring their reports for submission 
to the general conference. The 
conference’ will adjourn tomorrow.

RIGHT-TURN TRAFFIC 
RULE T0 BE ENFORCED 


Police Superintendent Orders 
All Officers to Prevent Vio- 
lation by Autoists. 


Superintendent of Police Edwin 
B. Hesse yesterday issued a genera] 
order strictly enjoining all officers 
to enforce the right turn order, pre- 
venting motorists from turning to 
the right at intersections except 
when the green or ‘go’ signal is 
showing. 

The order quoted recent amend- 
ments to the traffic code and said: 
“Attention is invited to the practice 
which has been in vogue at inter- 
sections controlled by traffic officer's, 
namely, that of permitting motor- 
ists to make the right turn when 
the red signal is set against them.
